STOCmOLJERS OBPERISD TO 

Aiiiuai oil nvinciDs 

The already scrambled condition of 
the oil stock indnstry in Paris wa.-i 
augmented this week by the raeelv- 
ing of a circular letter by each of 
the stockholders of the Bourbon dl 
& Development Ca, which was re 
cently. placed in the bands of a re- 
ceiver, demanding die refunding of 
all divideBds paid by the company. 

The documents, which v.ere slgnec 
by J. A. Edge, attorney for the re- 
ceivers, states that on August 21 
1920, the District Court ^of the 
United States, for the Eastern Dl^- 
trict of Kentucky, appointed C. C. 
Bosworth. of Lexington. receiver 
for the Company, that an examina- 
tion of the bo.-ks of the co(mpany dis- 
closed the fact that dividends were 
declared on the company's stock for 
the months of October, Novemb&r 
and December 1918, and January, 
February and March, 1S20. The 
letter follows. "The Receiver Tiaa as- 
certained that the company earned 
no profits from which dividends 
could he paid. Jhe Court has di- 
rected the Receiver to recover these 
dividends, and to sue for them if 
liecessary. You are respectfully re- 
quested <o remit the amount at once 
and avoid the cost of litigation." 
The stockholders, practically without 
a dissenting vote, have de-ermlneo 
to resist this demand, and a m<*etinr 
will be held daring this week to or- 
ganise for a fight against it.

Adam Daulac With Sixteen Compan- 
ions Face Overwhelming Force 
of Indians in Attempt to 
Save INontrcai. 

MonV*ea1. — The magnificent heroism 
of Adam Daulac. or Dollard, Sleur des 
Oi nieaux, snul hKs 16 hrave companions 
at the Long Sault — wliich has been 
called VThB Thermopylae of Canada**— 
has been perpetuated in granite and 
bronze, and a handsome monument 
added to ti.e public treasures of the 
city of Alontreal. The monument, the 
work of Alfred l^liberfe, atoada in 
Lafootaine park. Unveiliof ceremo- 
nlea took place recently. 

The exploit which has made the 
name of Dollard immortal in Canadian 
history, occurred in May. 1660. Dol- 
lard at that time was eenHuapdant of 
the garri«on at Montreal or Vlllo 
.Marie. Paul do Chomedy. Sleur de 
•Malssonnftive. who had founde<l the- 
eity in 1042, was governor. For some 
months the c<riouy had been in dan- 
ger of extinction at tlie hands of the 
Iroquois. Dollard, wlio liad eome to 
ihf <*olony three years before, at the 
a;;<' of twenty-two, asked le'ive of 
.Niai.sonneuve to lead a party of Volun- 
teers against the Iroquois. It wna 
known that faundr'Mls of Indian war- 
rlor.s lay nt the month of the Rlcfie- 
lit fi iiv»r, helow Montr<»al. while hiin- 
tlreds more v.eie on the Ottawa river, 
above AI<»nlreal. Three Rivers and Que- 
bec were to be wiped pot. . Dollard's 
plan was to meet the Mdian warriors 
on their way down the Ottawa and 
uive battle, regardless of numhers. 

Sixie*'!! men joined him in his des- 
perate tnlerprise. Ail took &n onth 
to accept no quarter, nnide their wills, 
nnd attendefl a religious service. They 
r»rocee<Jed up the St. Lawrence, entered 
the Ofijivva. at the head of the Island 
of Mtint real--wher'e the swift surrents 
halfled tljetii for a week — crossed the 
[4iko of Two Mountains, and passed 
Carillon, no miles above Montreal. 
At the Long Sault. 
Fi:ially tly»y reached the f<K>t of a 
Kwlrling torrent of waters, barring the 
way. The Indian warriors liad to pass 
that way and that was the place to 
m<H»t them. Dollard and bis men took 
f>ossession of a palisade fort near the 
river's (Ml;:e hnilt l»y an Algonquin war 
party s*tme months l)efore. Tliey were 
soon Joined by 40 friendly Hurons and 
four AlgoTiquin^. 

In 8 day or two the Iroquolji mad« 
ilieir .'ipjtearanee. Tlu'ii- advance giiaid. 
while making aiienipt to laixl, wa.-> 
(ir(«r| upon. Those who esea[)ed report- 
e<I to the main body, 200 strong, aiuiut 
tlie Sault. The Indians quickly descend- 
tlie rapifN in their war canoes and 
f«'il to ili«- :ilta<'k. 

TIloy nished tipon tlie little garriMtn. 
but were driven back. Capturing the 
birch canoes of tbe fi^enchroen and 
their Indian companions, tliey .<iet tliem 
abl^^'/.e and attempted to do the same 
w ith the palisiide. .\ witherioL' fit*** | How 
;rreete<l them nn<i ihey retired in de- 
feat. During the next attaek. Immedi- 
ately after, one of their grent chiefs 
fell. For live da.vs and nights the 
.<-tni}rt:Ie fj.ntlnued. The <l»»f«Mid«>r< were 
witlmn! water an<l wer»» uiinhle to 
swnllow \]tr <Tii^liefl In(li:i!i forn they 
tiad for food. Their Indian allies de- 
i serted them, with the exception of four 
Aigonquins and one Huron. 

On the tifth day re-enforeemenls to 
ibo nnniiuT- <tf' ."i(K) reached the lr<v j 
qnoi.s. and a savage as.sault was made i 
OR the palisade. The French were on ! 
the alert, and the Indians were once | 
more compelled to retire. Otlier at- 
tacks wf-re m:i(le hi the three follow- 
ing days, hut with no succesf«. 
Last Grand Assault. 
The Iroquois tiien determined upon a 
geueral aKsanlt. Great shields of wood, 
four or five feet high, were made, and 
under the eorer of these the warriors 
'•aiiu' Oil. Ill ilu' face of a heavy hre 
they sue»je»Mled in reaching the pal* 
Isade. erouehing low. and attempted to 
i-ut their way in with hatchets. 

At this point Dolh.rd crammwl a big 
ti. uskt'lctcm with powder. luid plu;.'>:cd 
up the nni/zle. IJghtirig the fuse, he 
tried to throw It among the Irofjiiois 
Without, but it struck the top of the 
pnhande. fell back awonir the def«nid-

Calvary is not a story of two 
thousand years ago.

The fire- 
place — if there be one — is cold and 
dreary. Down its foleak and cheer- 
leas chimney no jolly Santa Glaus 
has ever venture<L His reindeer do 
not know the road. And yet if 
Santa Claus were to come that way, 
what do you suppose would be the 
dearest treasure in his pack? 
Candy? Fancy handkerehiofs. Gold- 
en trinkets?

It is not so much what will happen 
to Armenia but what will happen to 
America if she fails to respond to 
the cry of these Christian peoples.

Investigation in Argentina Dis- 
doses Oishsiiesty. 



Govemmont Claims That 5,500,000 
Peeoe Were ''Unduly" Paid for 
* ''Palace of QoM." 

Buenos Aires.— Argentina has been 
having a graft Investigation, as a re- 
sult of which it has been found that 
5,500,000 pesos have been *'undul.v" 
disbursed by former government offi- 
cials who directed payments- to con- 
tractors for bonding the capltol here. 
The present government has an- 
nounced Its Intention of bringing suits 
to recover the money Improperly paid. 

The building, a raagnlflcent' struc- 
ture of 'cla9«lc architecture, marble 
fkdngs and broad sweeps of marble 
steps not unlike the capitol at Wasli- 
Ington, is insistently called in the 
newspapers *'E1 Palaclo de Oro," Span- 
ish for "The Palace of Gold." It was 
begun in 1807, and was origlnaliy to 
have cost 10,000,000 pesos. It Is not 
yet entirely finished and has cost 27,- 
000,000 pesos. 

Recently a- committee of the nation- 
al accountancy department completed 
an investigation of the expenditure of 
the moneys paid for construction of the 
building, and reported that 5,500,000 
pesos had been "unduly" disbursed. 

Buenos Aires newspapers told, years 
ago, of wagon loads of building mate- 
rial that went In the fktmt door of the 
structure, soon after came out the 
baclv door and then disappeared. 
Charges were made that marble was 
paid for, but concrete psed for part of 
the constroctloD, aM^ other accusa- 
tions of graft were aired. It was 
then that the newspapers began to call 
it 'The Palace of Gold.**

The former emperor also rec^ved 
money to pay for the building of his 
house at Doom, whil'^ various sums

of Bentiiiclv castle, where the one-time 
monarch first .made his residence in

The dispatch adds that full allow- 
ances also have been made to the for- 
meir royal princes.
